Communist death toll 
soars in new battles

(UPI) - U.S. tank columns 
battling through 
the

plantation 45 m iles northwest of Saigon 
have killed 330 Communists at light 
loss to them selves, front dispatches 
reported today. The Communist death 
toll soared to an estimated 471 in this 
and other battles. 
U.S. Military spokesman announcing 
the upturn in combat said North Viet­ 
namese forces early today shelled Da 
Nang, killing 10 civilians and wounding 
23. A rocket attack on Saigon was foil­ 
ed when 
U.S. troops captured 
live 
rockets already fueled and aimed. 
UPI correspondent Nat Gibson, with 
the counterattacking American and South 
Vietnamese fort e northwest of Saigon, 
reported sporadic 
fighting throughout 
t<xlay and heavy fighting tonight in three 
areas of the jungled rubber plantation 
that is headquarters for the North Viet­ 
namese 7tli Division. 
Field commands said the campaign had 
the purpose of preventing a possible new 
Communist ground attack upon Saigon 
and that they believed the 7th Division 
would be the strike force for such an 
attack. 
“ This is one of their main staging 
areas and we’re here to smash them be­ 
fore they have a chance to come to u s,” 
an American officer said. 
The Uth cavalrymen killed 134 Com­ 
munists in the first two days of the 
drive and other units involved in the 
operation reported killing another 196 
Red soldiers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin R. Laird testified toda\ 
U.S. commanders in Vietnam are con­ 
vinced it will be impossible to with­ 
draw any American troops until Hanoi 
pulls all of its forces out of South Viet­ 
nam. 
Laird, who returned last week from 
a tour of the war zone, told the Senate 
Armed Services Committee: 
“ The presentation given meby the U.S. 
Vietnam command staff was based on the 
prem ise that no reduction in U.S. per­ 
sonnel would be possible in the absence 
of total withdrawal of North Vietnamese 
troops.” 
In a generally gloomy report on the 
war situation, Laird also: 
—Reported that the U.S. Marine com­ 
mander 
in Vietnam, It. Gen. Robert 
Cushman, estimated it will take “an ad­ 
ditional two years” before the military 
situation is under control. 
—Criticized the Johnson Administra­ 
tion for not going ahead fast enough with 
training and equipping South Vietnamese 
forces to take over their own defense 
and free American troops. 
-Said allied forces are not killing 
enough of the Communists to maintain a 
“ successful” antiguerrilla effort. 
-Said the Communists “ continue tobe 
supplied with 
sophisticated equipment 
and weapons such as 122 milimeter roc­ 
kets from Soviet and Chinese Communist 
resources.” 
-Quoted U.S. military commanders 
as saying the current Communist offen­ 
sive “ will be contained” but conceding 
“the enemy’s ability to conduct sim ilar 
offensives in the future, at least on an 
intermittent basis.” 
The United States currently has about 
540.000 troops in South Vietnam. Tin

has infiltrated about 
100.000 men into the South. 
Laird appeared at a closed hearing of 
the Armed Services Committee. Histes 
timony was released by the Pentagon. 
Laird was critical of past U.S. war 
policies and appealed for more money 
to bolster South Vietnamese troops, us­ 
ing a revised military budget. 
Referring to past policies, he said:

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Reagan backs tough student protest measures

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s open endorse­ 
ment gave new backing today 
to tough bills to automatically 
expel students and fire profes­ 
sors who join violent protests 
at the University of California 
or fhe state colleges. 
Reagan 
ignored 
his usual 
rule against backing specific 
legislation and told a Tuesday 
news conference that he favor­ 
ed four bills by Sen. John L. 
Harmer, R-Glendale, and two 
by Sen. Donald L Grunsky, R- 
Watsonville 


All six measures have passed 
the Senate and now are in the 
Assembly Education Commit­ 
tee. No date has been set for 
hearings on the bills. 
The governor was asked if he 
favored the Harmer package, 
which cleared the Senate on 
overwhelming votes Monday. 
He answered: "I support those 
bills, and believe they do meet 
some of the problems but not 
all.” 


Pressed for elaboration, Rea­ 
gan said he also favored legis­ 
lation to make assaults on cam­ 
pus police officers a felony, and 
to forbid suspended or expelled 
students from returning to the 
campus. Those are the Grunsky 
bills. 
Two of the Harmer bills re­ 
quire automatic expulsion of a 
student and firing of a profes­ 
sor who participate in campus 
disturbances. 
Another bill allows a state 
college president to declare a 
state of emergency on campus 
and a fourth requires a court 
to sentence persons convicted of 
violently disrupting classwork 
to prison term s of up to five 
years. 


Although 
Reagan 
said 
he 
would be “very interested” in 
hearing President Nixon’s plan­ 
ned statement on campus dis­ 
orders but later the president 
was reported to have decided 
to not make the statement. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Zeigler said the admin­ 
istration would express its feel­ 
ings on the issue through a 
statement by Robert H Finch, 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


Reagan said he doesn’t have 
any present plans to meet with 
Nixon during the president’s 
planned three-day stay in Cali­ 
fornia, beginning Friday. 
The governor was asked if he 
planned to lift the state of “ex­ 
treme emergency” he clamped 
on 
the UC Berkeley campus 
last month. 
“Well, let’s wait until the 
exams are over.” he replied. 
“Sometimes 
I’m 
not 
sure 
whether they suddenly have dis­ 
covered the beauty of the bird 
of peace or whether they are 
just taking their exams.” 
Besides, Reagan said, there 
had been “no particular” re­ 
quest to lift the emergency de­ 
cision. 


“I think it would be a mis­ 
take 
to take 
a 
momentary 
pause,” he added, “especially 
among those who have made it 
plain their philosophy is two 
steps forward and one step 
back, 
“ I think you shouldn’t be too 
hasty in believing that peace 
has come if they may just be 
in a pause for regrouping their 
forces ” 
However, Reagan sounded op­ 
timistic that peace would be 
permanent on the UC and col­ 
lege campuses 
“ I do believe that there is 
every reason to think forceful 
response .in recent weeks has 
borne some fruit,” he said 
Then he declined to say flatly 
that the disturbances had end­ 
ed forever 
“ I think a person would be 
pretty optimistic to predict they 
are over,” Reagan said. “This 
is exam time, another quarter 
begins 
I do think we’ve been 
making gains ...” 


Reagan's vacation 
no connection with 
quake forecasting 


SACRAMENTO (U PI)- Gov. 
Ronald Reagan says predictions 
of a major California earth­ 
quake in April have no connec­ 
tion with his decision to va­ 
cation in Arizona during the 
first week of the month.

Senate airs gasoline tax increase 


By DENNIS J. OPATRNY 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate was asked today to ap­ 
prove an $80,4 million bill that 
would impose a statewide one- 
cent increase in the gasoline 
tax to pay for repairs to flood- 
damaged roads. 
The proposal would boost the 
gas tax from 7 to 8 cents for 
six months to raise $50 million 
to 
rebuild roadways washed 
out 
by recent southern and 
central California floods. 
A bill by Assemblywoman 
Pauline 
Davis, 
Portola, has 
been pending in the legislature 
for two months while damage 
costs were 
compiled by state 
and local officials. It was ready 
for a final Senate vote today. 
Sen. 
Randolph Collier, D- 
Yreka, Senate floor manager 
for the measure, last week 
gained approval for several 
amendments, including extend­ 
ing the gas tax boost from 


three to six months. 
Collier also wrote into the 
measure a $25 million expendi­ 
ture of general fund money for 
the repair of damaged public* 
works, such as sewage plants. 
The bill would also activate 
the state’s 10-year-old disaster 
relief fund that contains $5.4 
million. Collier estimatesdam- 
age to county roads and public 
works has mounted to $120 mil­ 
lion. 
The disaster fund is divided 
into two parts-ont* (or roads 
and the other for public works. 
Its two-part money distribution 
formula 
was the subject of 
much wrangling in committee 
hearings. 
The formula was amended 
once 
in the Senate Finance 
Committee, headed by Collier, 
to give larger counties a great­ 
er share of the state funds. 
However, Collier changed the 
formula again 
in 
his floor 


amendments to give all coun­ 
ties equal sharing in the money. 
The formula now in the bill 
requires local agencies to pick 
up the cost of 40 per cent of 
the damage repairs to public 
works to an amount equal to 
one-half of their operating bud­ 
get. The state picks up 60 per 
cent. 
But when the damage costs 
exceed one-half of the budget, 
the state pays 95 per cent of 
the remainder and the local 
government 5 per cent. 
The same formula applies to 
road repairs, except the local 
agency’s gas tax allocation is 
substituted as the base for cal­ 
culating instead of the ope ra­ 
ting budget. 
The gas tax increase would 
remain in effect six months or 
until Gov, Ronald Reagan de-* 
clared sufficient revenue had 
been raised to cover the costs 
to repair the roads.

Novelists, playwrights 
and 
student activists would have us 
believe that people who speak 
euphemistically have psycholo­ 
gical hangups stemming from 
subconscious guilt feelings and 
suppressed desires. 
Actually, as I shall show, the 
people who make these insinua­ 
tions have a hangup of their 
own. 
Apart from sex, certain parts 
and functions of the body, and 
indoor plumbing, the three most 
fertile fields for euphemisms 
have been intoxication, insanity 
and mortality. 
But using those three forms 
of euphemisms doesn’t necessa­ 
rily mean you are secretly 
longing to run naked in the 
moonlight. 
It only 
means that most 
people are reluctant to admit 
they are drunk, crazy or dead. 
Which strikes 
me 
as an 
eminently sensible attitude. 
Granted that many euphe­ 
misms are trite, coy, arch, 
maudlin or obtuse. Granted that 
euphemisms are often used as 
evasions or obscurations. 
It nevertheless remains that 
many other euphemisms are 
imaginative, 
witty,

College recruiters are making 
more offers of employment than 
ever at the bachelor’s degree 
level. 
The number of employment 
offers to bachelor’s degree can­ 
didates has risen 13 per cent 
over the corresponding period 
last year, according to Eugene 
A. Rittenhouse, placement dir­ 
ector at California State Poly­ 
technic College. 
Cal Poly is one of 122 re­ 
presentative 
colleges 
and 
universities from coast to coast 
participating 
in the College 
Placement 
Council’s Salary 
Survey. 
The council’s studies 
cover beginning salary offers 
being made to male students 
during the current recruiting 
season. 
The third and final 
report of 1968-69 will appear 
in late-June. 
Up to the Feb. 13 cutoff date, 
12,248 bachelor’s offers had 
been reported, compared with 
10,606 two years ago when re­ 
cruiting activity hit the previous 
record peak, according to Ritt­ 
enhouse. 
On the master’s level, only 
1,762 offers were reported as 
against 1,780 last year and 2,577 
two years ago. The same pattern 
holds on the doctoral level, 
with 459 offers this year, 485 
last year, and 592 two years ago. 
Based 
on dollar averages, 
chemical engineers continued 
to be the most sought candidates 
at the bachelor’s level — as 
has been the case since June, 
1965. 
They were followed by 
four other engineering groups— 
electrical, mechanical, metal­ 
lurgical, and aeronautical. How­ 
ever, accounting majors exper­ 
ienced the largest percentage 
increase since June, 1968, with a 
gain of 7.7 per cent. 
Once again in the over-all 
dollar averages, non-technical 
offers to bachelor's candidates 
advanced 
more 
rapidly than 
technical offers. Non-technical 
averages went up 7.3 per cent 
from $657 last June to $705, 
including a 1.9 per cent gain 
since the first CPC report in 
January. 
Technical averages, 
rising from $767 to $813, were 
up 6 per cent over June, includ­ 
ing a 1.6 per cent increase since 
January. 
The types of employers which 
were the prime contributors to 
the increased number of offers 
at the bachelor’s level were 
public accounting, aerospace, 
chemicals, and drugs, electri­ 
cal machinery, and electronics, 
the Cal Poly placement director 
said. 
From the standpoint of dollar 
averages, the types of employ­ 
ers with the largest increases 
since June were food and bev-

Your Congressman 


ELECTORAL COLLEGE 
I know of no Member of Con­ 
gress who does not agree that 
the Electoral College should 
be abolished or drastically re­ 
formed. Hearings are now being 
conducted on the subject by the 
House Committee on the Judici­ 
ary. 
From a practical standpoint, 
it will be difficult indead to 
adopt a plan for the election 
of the President by direct pop­ 
ular vote. This is because to do 
so would require a constitution­ 
al amendment which must be ap­ 
proved by three-fourths of the 
states, or, in the case of a con­ 
stitutional 
convention, 
two- 
thirds of the states. It is gen­ 
erally believed that the legisla­ 
tures of at least fifteen of the 
smaller states would not vote 
such 
approval, without even 
considering 
the legislatures 
of the other states. 
For this reason, my own 
thinking now leans toward a 
modification of the elctoral col­ 
lege. Why not have our 435 
representatives and our 100 
senators meet in joint session 
and formally “declare” the el­ 
ection of president. East repre­ 
sentative would be legally bound 
to vote for the candidate who re­ 
ceived a plurality in his district 
and each senator would be bound 
to vote for the candidate who re­ 
ceived a plurality in the state. 
This would eliminate the anti­ 
quated electoral college while 
preserving that feature of our 
government which gives small 
states fair consideration. It 
would prevent the possibility of 
a few large states completely 
controlling an election. It would 
be a step in the direction of a 
popular election by splitting 
up each state's electoral votes 
and at the same time it would 
elevate the importance of con­ 
gressional races because each 
congressional election would 
have considerable significance 
in the final selection of a presi­ 
dent. 
Lastly, such a system would 
obviate the possibility of an un­ 
decided election and the possi­ 
bility which loomed so immi­ 
nently last fall of the presidency 
being filled as a result of politi­ 
cal compromise, “wheeling” , 
and “dealing” . Right now it is 
impossible 
to predict what 
changes will be made, but the 
system which appears to have 
the best chance is something 
like that which I have outlined.

Agnew developing new 
image-maybe helpful 


Israel daims Egypt's 
debt growing each day

Along the Suez Canal Egyp­ 
tian marksmen 
armed 
with 
long-barreled Semyonov rifles 
equipped with telescopic sights 
hide in the palm trees and take 
aim at Israeli soldiers on the 
other side scarcely 100 yards 
away. 
At such a range and with 
such equipment, it’s hard to 
m iss. 
In the space of two weeks, 
nearly a dozen Israeli soldiers 
fell to Egyptian sharpshooters, 
part 
of the 
debt which 
the 
Israelis 
say the Arabs 
are 
building 
up and for 
which 
someday the 
Israelis 
will 
demand payment. 
A further sizeable debt, they 
say, is being built up by the 
terrorist tactics of Arab com­ 
mandos 
striking at civilian 
targets behind the cease-fire 
lines. 
The Israelis defend with just 
about one division the whole of 
the territory in the Sinai they 
seized during the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war. 
Facing them across the canal 
are seven Egyptian divisions. 
Against them, the Israelis 
have dug themselves into thick 
bunkers made of steel, timbers 
and sand capable, the Israelis 
say, of withstanding a direct hit 
from the heaviest artillery the 
Egyptians have. 
Portholes provide space for 
return automatic weapons fire. 
Since the end of the war, 
Israel’s government has sought 
an 
effective and acceptable 
policy of reprisal. 
Against Egyptian snipers and 
artillery 
they have directed 
return fire against such targets 
as fuel storage tanks and in one 
strike deep into Egypt blew up 
a Nile river power station and 
bridges. 
T errorist 
tactics 
of Arab 
commandos have posed another 
and more severe problem. 
In one of the latest such 
incidents, a bomb placed in the 
cafeteria of the library of the 
Hebrew University injured 29 
students. In its student body the 
university has 265 Arabs. 
It was not a major incident, 
but to the Israelis it pointed up 
the indiscriminate nature of the 
terrorism . 
The Israeli army chief of 
staff, Lt. Gen. Chaim Bar-Lev, 
has warned Arab governments 
supporting the commandos they 
will be taught a lesson but he 
said Israel would not stoop to 


attacks upon civilians. 
Most 
of 
the 
methods of 
reprisal the Israelis have used 
so far either have appeared 
ineffective 
or brought down 
upon Israel condemnation by 
world opinion, notably the raid 
on Beirut airport. 
Of late, Israel has threatened 
to strike in depth against Arab 
governments. A first example 
was an air strike against an A1 
Fatah commando training base 
only seven miles from Damas­ 
cus. Further examples have 
been air strikes against Jordan. 
The Israelis remain contemp­ 
tuous of Arab arm ies and do not 
expect a general war now. Nor 
do they expect an early peace. 
But they are saying if they 
are hit, they will hit back. And 
for 
the 
Arabs 
it 
can be 
expensive.

image-the absent-minded sort 
of figurehead who does very 
little, and does not do even that 
particularly well. 
Expert Advice 
Agnew, 
with 
some expert 
advice, has done an admirable 
job of ignoring the wisecracks 
and gossipy shafts fired in his 
direction. Furthermore, he has 
gone 
about 
shouldering 
an 
increasingly heavy work load 
assigned 
to 
him 
by 
the 
President without making much 
of it. 
Perhaps his more pronounced 
change-for-the-better has been 
evidenced in his ability to kid 
himself 
in 
public. 
And not 
always under ideal conditions. 
Last week must have been a 
tough one for the vice president. 
He was the honor guest at the 
annual banquet of the Radio 
and Television Correspondents 
Association. In this august role, 
he was scheduled to speak at 
the end of the evening. 
His 
turn 
came 
so 
late, 
however, that when the banquet 
hail lights came up after an 
entertainment 
program, 
the 
place was half empty. Even 
worse, some 
of the distin­ 
guished head table guests had 
departed. 
Agnew was less than pleased 
by this display of bad manners 
on the part of guests who should 


have known better, but he kept 
his cool and spoke without any 
outward indications of how he 
really felt. 
Last Saturday night at the 
prestigious Gridiron Club din­ 
ner, in front of some of the 
most important men in Ameri­ 
ca, beginning with Nixon and 
extending through a covey of 
Rockefellers, Fords and other 
powerful figures, Agnew was 
one of the truly solid hits of the 
evening. 
In fact, more than a few of 
the industrial magnates present 
at the Gridiron affair spoke 
almost effusively about what “a 
fine fellow’ ’ Agnew had turned 
out to be. 
What impressed them was the 
bantering manner in which he 
dealt with some of the worst 
things 
said 
about 
him 
and 
laughed these gossipy ghosts 
our of the hall. 
After this sort of successful 
attack on the idea that the vice 
president is little more than a 
glorified 
dart board, Agnew 
faces a more subtle, difficult 
task of 
letting the rest of 
Washington, and the country, 
know more about his serious 
duties. 
Nixon apparently is more 
than willing to help in this 
phase of Agnew's career. The 
vice president has begun to 
make public statements from 
the White House about serious 
m atters to which the President 
has assigned him.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
more we learn about Mars and 
Venus, the more concern we 
should feel about Earth. 
According to Von R. Eshle- 
man, new space age knowledge 
of 
the 
atmospheres 
of our 
nearest 
planetary 
neighbors 
w arrants alarm over what we 
are doing to our own. 
Dr. Eshleman is codirector of 
the Center for Radar Astrono­ 
my of Stanford University and 
the Stanford Research Institute. 
Writing in the March issue of 
Scientific American. Eshleman 
noted that “the atmosphere of 
Venus is hot and dense and the 
atmosphere of Mars is cold and 
thin,” 
facts 
established by 
scientific spacecraft. 
How did the atmospheres of 
these planets turn out to be so 
different from the air of Earth ? 
“ It is now clear,” according 
to Eshleman, “that the pre­ 
sence 
of life had been—and 
continues to be-a controlling 
influence on the composition of 
the earth’s atmosphere. 
“ Conversely the (presumed) 
absence of life on Venus and 
Mars may explain much about 
the 
nature 
of their atmos­ 
pheres.’ ’ 
The main component of the 
atmospheres of Mars and Venus 
is carbon dioxide. On Earth car­ 
bon dioxide accounts for only 
three-hundredths of one percent 
of the air, which is 78 percent 
nitrogen and 21 percent oxygen. 
Whatever it may have been 
aeons ago, Earth’s atmosphere 
has 
been 
changed 
by 
the 
presence of green plants which 
take 
up carbon dioxide and 
liberate oxygen. 
Planetary atmospheres rich in 
carbon dioxide tend to hang on 
to heat from the sun. Planets 
poor in carbon dioxide retain 
less heat. So, said Eshleman, 
the presence of life influences 
the temperature of a planet. 
Venus is extremly hot be­ 
cause it has a dense atmos­ 
phere which is mostly carbon 
dioxide. In the case of Mars, 
though 
the 
carbon dioxide 
content 
is relatively high, the 
atmosphere is so thin that the 
heat retention effect is small. 
“ It 
has been suggested,” 
Eshleman said, “that microor­ 
ganisms be introduced into the 
high-level cool clouds of Venus 
where they could break down 
the carbon dioxide into carbon 
and oxygen, thus lowering the 
temperature of the planet to the 
point 
where 
Venus 
might 
eventually become suitable for 
human colonization.”

This may have an unintended 
affect for the worse on Earth’s 
climate and our planet’s ability 
to sustain life. 
In any case, Eshleman said, 
“ it behooves us to take strong 
steps to eliminate the known 
harmful effects” of man’s “ use 
of the atmosphere as a garbage 
dump.”

during a 
St. 
Patrick’s Day 
ceremony. 


“ The American Medical Asso­ 
ciation’s programs and policies 
have never been, are not now, 
and will never be shaped by any 
dependence on the drug indus­ 
try," Annis, of Miami, Fla., 
said in prepared testimony. 
“ We believe that no publica­ 
tion surpasses our own stan­ 
dards for acceptable advertis­ 
ing,” Annis said. 
Subcommittee Chairman Gay­ 
lord Nelson, D-Wis., countered 
with examples of drug ads in 
AMA publications that prompt­ 
ed government suits on grounds 
of false and misleading adver­ 
tising. Nelson contends if the 
AMA really had strict stand­ 
ards it would not have accept­ 
ed such ads. 
Nelson also has made no 
secret of his belief that “the 
drug industry has brainwashed 
the medical profession.” He 
said it is done through ads in 
medical publications, salesmen 
who 
call 
on 
doctors 
and 
propaganda that Nelson says is 
circulated by the Pharmaceuti­ 
cal Manufacturers Association 
and obediently printed by the 
same medical publications that 
depend on drug advertising for 
their livelihood. 


As a result, Nelson says, 
doctors prescribe high-priced 
brands of drugs for which much 
cheaper equivalents are availa­ 
ble and in some cases prescribe 
a widely advertised - rug with 
dangerous side effects for an 
ailment that could easily be 
cured with a safer medicine. 
Annis, a member of the AMA 
board 
of trustees, said the 
organization 
planned 
a 
new 
publication 
later 
this 
year 
called “ AMA 
Drug 
Evalua­ 
tions.’ 
He said it would give 
doctors 
“trade 
and generic 
names, actions, uses, adverse 
reactions, dosage, names of 
manufacturer and comparisons 
of...effectiveness of drugs hav­ 
ing similar uses.” 
As did several other doctors 
who 
have 
testified, 
Annis 
warned 
the 
subcommittee 
against 
“ undermining con­ 
fidence in the medical profes­ 
sion 
or 
any 
of the other 
professions 
and 
occupations 
working to maintain or restore 
good health.” 
Annis was the first AMA rep­ 
resentative 
to appear before 
Nelson’s drug 
investigation, 
which began nearly two years 
ago.

Cage scandal pulled 
finals from East Coast

CLEVELAND - (NEA) —Only 
once in the last 18 years has 
the final round of the NCAA 
Basketball 
Tournament 
been 
played in the East. 
That was in I960 when Texas 
W estern won at College Park, 
Md It was the first champion­ 
ship game to be played in the 
East since 1950 when the NCAA, 
stunned 
by the point-shaving 
scandal, abandoned New York’s 
Madison Square Garden. That 
scandal, critics claim , has left 
a permanent scar on the NCAA 
tournament Committee. 
For six years (1943-49) the 
NCAA Finals were a Garden 
fixture. But after the scandal 
broke the tournament commit­ 
tee made a concerted effort to 
avoid playing its title games in 
the 
East, 
generally, 
and in 
New York City 
particularly. 
Sixteen years elapsed before the 
19GG tournatnent final at Col­ 
lege Park broke the ice. 
The tournament committee 
says the 16-year gap between 
E astern finals was created by 
(1) a shortage of college aren­ 
as with large seating capaci­ 
ties and (2) the high rental 
fees that would have been char­ 
ged had the tournament been 
staged in places like Philadel­ 
phia’s Spectrum, BostonGarden 
or, of course, the new Madison 
Square Garden 
“When the committee final­ 
ly decided to return to the 
E a st,” says Tom Hansen, tour­ 
nament publicist, “ the Univer­ 
sity of Maryland’s Cole Field- 
house was selected as the most 
suitable site. 
It is centrally 
located, has good seating ca­ 
pacity and is located near a ma­ 
jor city (Washington, D C ). It 
worked out well for everybody 
in 1966.” 
Still, 
some 
rumblings re­ 
main. There are those who feel 
that biggest college game ot 
the season belongs in Madison 
Square Garden. There are oth­ 
e rs who feel a return to New 
York City would enhance even 
more the stature of the tour­ 
nament, increase its coverage 
by the media and, more i>oint- 
edly, regain some of the East­ 
ern following it has lost to tlie 
NIT Tournament 
(Some critics maintain the 
tournament would become more 
prestigious with a big-city base 
“ If this is supposed to be ttie 
World Series of College Bas­ 
ketball,” wrote a columnist a 
few years ago, “ what’s it do­ 
ing playing the championship 
game in Portland, Ore.? The 
tournament image is rapidly be­ 
coming that of a traveling road 
show.” ) 
To E asterners, and especial­ 
ly New Yorkers, the snub has 
been felt. 
“ I wouldn't be honest if I 
said I wouldn't like to see the 
NCAA Tournament back in New 
Y ork” says Lou Carnesecca, 
St. John's coach. “ But the NCAA 


does have a point when it says 
the East is lacking in large 
college fieldhouses. There are 
only a couple I can think of be­ 
sides Maryland’s that might be 
suitable —ours, Princeton’s and 
maybe Rhode Island’s .” 
The 
1970 tournament final 
will return to the East and Col­ 
lege Park. But in 1971, it will 
be held in Houston’s Astrodome 
— the first time it has ever 
been played inTexas. That tour­ 
nament, 
the 
com mittee pre­ 
dicts, will be the most success­ 
ful in NCAA history. 
“ UCLA and Houston drew 
over 55,000 
when they play­ 
ed 
there 
last year 
and we 
feel our championship game will 
draw even m ore, ” says Hansen. 
“That night, a new all-time at­ 
tendance record for college bas­ 
ketball should be established.” 
Hansen also says the commit­ 
tee will institute a more uniform 
schedule for the entire tourna­ 
ment next year. “ We want to 
make the pairings and game 
dates as convenient as possible 
for the competing teams. We 
are not sitting still. We are con­ 
stantly searching for new ideas 
to make the tournament as ap­ 
pealing as we can make it. 


Susie Maxwell Berning is lady­ 
like. 
“ In golf, especially during 
the last five years, the girls 
have been dressing more femi­ 
ninely,” she 
says. 
They’re 
wearing m iniskirts and culottes 
on the course now instead of 
slacks and Bermuda sh o rts.” 
Indeed, says psychologist Dr. 
Joyce B rothers, a girl can be 
almost anything she wants, any­ 
where, any time. 
“The woman who believes in 
what she’s doing can be feminine 
in any number of field s—wheth­ 
e r it’s the P.T.A or anything 
else, 
including sp o rts,” s h e 
says. 
“ Anyway, 
men admire 
g irls who can do things other 
than womanly chores.” 
Gussie Moran, for instance, 
was a tennis player. No man 
with eyeballs ever said Gussie 
Moran was not feminine. Sever­ 
al years ago she put Wimble­ 
don spectators on the edge of 
their seats by wearing ruffled 
pantie-type shorts under her 
tennis dress. 
“ Femininity is in the eyes of 
the beholder,” she says. “ All 
of us have our own tastes. It’s 
like going to the track — ev­ 
erybody bets on a different 
ho rse.” 
For the most part, women ath­ 
letes have taken a bad rap over 
the years. Men pointed to one of 
the rollier-pollier types — es­ 
pecially in golf — and gasped, 
laughing: 
“ Feminine? 
She’s 
about as feminine as a black­ 
sm ith.” 
The g irls suffered, quietly. 
“Some of the comments would 
really make me m ad,” Mrs. 
Berning said. “ People would 
pick on one of the heavier girls 
and say, ‘No wonder she’s good, 
she’s so big.* A few of us set 
out to change that im age.” 
In golf, changing the image 
meant wearing brighter colors, 
softer-looking clothes and, yes, 
a little m ore makeup. It’s helped 
some but, according to Susie, 
“ women golfers still aren ’t get­ 
ting a break som ew here.” 
Gussie Moran, on the other 


hand, believes that every wom­ 
an — athlete or no — appeals 
to somebody. 
“Some of the girls in the rol­ 
ler derbies probably appeal to 
the guys who wear the black lea­ 
ther jackets and ride motor­ 
cycles,” she said. 
Still, the 
male rejection of 
women - athletes as women - 
women is painfully obvious at 
tim es. “ Most of the time we’re 
too tired to go night clubbing 
or dance all night,” a woman 
professional golfer said. “ But a 
lot of us don’t get many invi­ 
tations, either ” 
The 
problem, 
again, goes 
back to society’s attitude to­ 
ward women 
competing 
in 
sports, which has traditionally 
been a m an’s field. 
Mrs. Berning recalls play­ 
ing on the men’s golf team at 


Oklahoma City University. 
“ Oh, we got along fine,” 
she savs, “but it w asn’t a good 
idea. Some of the boys on com­ 
peting team s were not as good as 
I was and they felt badly. So, 
I quit ” 
Dr. B rothers explained the 
men’s reaction. 
“ Men are more w orried about 
their masculinity than wom­ 
en are worried about feminin­ 
ity,” she said. “ Man feels he’s 
more powerful and if a woman 
is competing with him 
in the 
area of strength, he feels threat­ 
ened. 
“Women in sports have to be 
more feminine than other wom­ 
en, anyway. They’ve got to do 
their best and at the same time 
make 
their 
male observers 
aware that they’re watching a 
woman.”

Beef Sirloin 
Tip Roast 


Season a 5 to 6-pound beef sirloin 
tip roast with salt and pepper. Place 
the roast, fat side up, on a rack in an 
open roasting pan. 


Insert roast meat thermometer so 
hulh reaches the center of the thickest 
part, being sure the hulh does not rest 
in fat.

Smaller roasts, 3 1/2 to 4 pounds, will 
require 35 to 40 minutes per pound.

EAST BERLIN—<NEA)— 
Kurt Brenner, a half-crippled 
old man, is openly plotting to 
escape this Communist city. 
He says he w ill wait until 
spring, when the weather is 
better. Then he w ill limp up 
to the border, snub his nose 
at the guards and pass bold­ 
ly on through. 


No one will stop him, he 
says, because his escape has 
the blessing of the official 
East German regime. 
Kurt Brenner (not his real 
last name) has reached what 
Germans call the “ die Beal- 
terten des Friedens,”

age of freedom. He is 66. re­ 
tired and slowed down by 
an old leg injury. 
So, by Communist charts

Vatican envoy 


Old controversies, at least unresolved ones, never die. They 
merely lie dormant for a time until new developments allow 
them to flare into the open again, as divisive as ever. 
This seems to be the lesson, or one of them, in the renewed 
discussion of U.S. relations, with .the Vatican, a development 
of President Nixon’s recent quick tour of Europe. 
The desire for “the very closest consultation and discus­ 
sion with the Vatican” expressed by the President upon his 
return, and speculation that this might be pointing toward some 
form 
of official diplomatic 
representation, immediately 
brought forth the familiar arguments pro and con last aired 
extensively almost 20 years ago. 
That was when President Truman, facing widespread pro­ 
test, canceled plans to name Gen. Mark W. Clark ambassador 
to the Vatican. 
The basic issue is always whether official relations with the 
head of the Roman Catholic Church violate the fundamental 
American principle of church - state separation. 
Opponents have always contended that it does and, further­ 
more, singles out the Roman church for special treatment not 
accorded other faiths. 
Proponents, naturally, disagree, pointing out that the Vati­ 
can is a sovereign state, a secular as well as religious entity, 
and that its unique international organization and influence war­ 
rant a special approach. 
American - Vatican relations have long been an off-and-on 
affair, more the former than the latter, and more strongly 
influenced by domestic than by foreign policy considerations. 
Let’s investigate 


Steps should be taken immediately to correct signalization 
problems at the Southern Pacific Railroad crossing on North 
A Street before someone gets killed or maimed. 
It is clear that the signalization and protective gate sys­ 
tem has failed on occasion — for whatever reason the system 
has failed and is capable of failing again. 
In February a young Lompoc housewife was injured and 
narrowly escaped death as a freight train demolished her 
auto. She told police the gates and the warning signals and 
lights failed to activate. She has since recovered, but she will 
never forget the harrowing experience. 


During the investigation that followed, the city’s traffic en­ 
gineer and a representative of the railroad witnessed an actual 
failure — a train came through the intersection and the signals 
failed to work. 
Railroad officials ordered an investigation. 
Since then, however, there have been several near misses — 
autos barely clearing the tracks as a freight train or a string 
of box cars came roaring through. 
On one occasion, officials discovered what they claim was an 
act of vandalism. Someone had shoved metal objects into the 
signal mechanism, rendering it inoperative. 
It doesn't make any difference, however, whether the fail-

A charge d’affairs represented the United States from 1848 
to 1867, when Congress closed out the Vatican post by the sim­ 
ple expedient of cutting off funds. In 1939, President Roose­ 
velt to some extent detoured the customary objections to rela­ 
tions at the government level by appointing his own “special 
and temporary” personal representative to the Pope. The en­ 
voy, Protestant 
Myron 
C. Taylor, stayed on until 1950. 
Then came the unsuccessful Truman move to appoint the first 
full-fledged ambassador. 


After that, little was heard on the subject. President Eisen­ 
hower made no move to revive it; President Kennedy declared 
himself “flatly opposed” and President Johnson tentatively con­ 
sidered the matter, but dropped it. 
Currently, Washington maintains discreet touch with the 
Vatican via a secretary attached to the U.S. embassy in Rome. 
Despite reiteration of continuing interest, President Nixon 
is not expected to move immediately and, reaction being as 
immediate and outspoken as it has been, may very well 
decide to carry on indefinitely with the present arrangement. 
The issue is reported already to have aroused more public 
response — letters, telegrams and telephone calls to the 
White House — than any other in the new administration to date. 
As a controversy, it may very well be in the unresolvable 
category. If so, it serves to point up again the curious fact 
that in our supposedly so thoroughly secular society, few is­ 
sues are so sure - fire in arousing public response and fight­ 
ing spirit than those involving religion. 


ure results from vandalism, electronic malfunctioning or just 
pure chance, the danger is there. 
Representatives of the city, the railroad and the California 
Public Utilities Commission should button down ontheproblem 
now before it’s too late for some hapless motorist. 
We should do whatever is necessary to make the crossing 
safe. 
And while we’re at it we should investigate the practice of 
“Flying switching,” or as it is known in railroad circles, 
“humping,” freight cars through the intersection. 
We should also investigate the practice of parking lone freight 
cars so close to North A Street as to make it a “blind” 
crossing. 
The franchise between the city and the railroad was for­ 
mulated 50 years ago and comes up for review this year. 
It seems anachronistic that such practices should continue to 
be permitted in today’s urbanized Lompoc. 
We could well study the whole question of having a rail 
line coming through the city at all. 
Let’s not wait until someone gets killed at the intersec­ 
tion on North A Street, or at one or more of a hundred points 
along the route through the city, before we act. 
Let’s act now. Let’s heed the pleas of Lompoc Safety Coun­ 
cil.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Life in Saigon 


SAIGON — If this is a city under siege, 
as the potential threat of the latest Viet 
Cong offensive would have it, the evi­ 
dence is surprisingly sparse. Here is 
the surge of traffic, the bleat of motor 
horns, the crowded cafes and terraces 
— all the manifestations of a great and 
teeming city anywhere in the world. 
To the visitor returning after a long 
absence with the memory of a relative­ 
ly quiet capital with a strong French im­ 
print, it is an incredible city. The old- 
timers, Americans here over the years 
in one capacity or another, take it for 
granted. That’s Saigon — that’s the way 
it is. 
In the course of the 
present 
Communist 
offensive perhaps a 
dozen 
shells 
have 
fallen 
on the city.

Some have done far 
——•

others, such as the

one that fell in the 
m 
crowded Cholon area 
killing 
22 
people. 
They fall without warn­ 
ing and apparently with only the most 
general aim. 
The philosophic old-timer says, and 
with considerable justice, that your 
chances of being killed are considera­ 
bly greater when trying to cross a crowd­ 
ed Saigon street. There is an analogy 
in the last months of World War II when 
the Germans lobbed V-2 rockets across 
the channel on London, comparatively 
few in number —compared with the earli­ 
er barrage of V-ls, and with the virtue 
that you were dead before you knew what 
hit you, they caused considerable dam­ 
age but they never really disrupted the 
life of the city. 
In late 1944 and ’45 the V-2 attack 
was certain to stop when the allied ar­ 
mies overran the launching base in An­ 
twerp. That is not true here in this guer­ 
rilla war without boundaries or defini­ 
tion. 
The Viet Cong, it is generally 
agreed, cannot be stopped from shelling 
Saigon and the other cities when they are 
able to bring mortar shells which are 
eight feet in length down from the north. 
This last is in itself no mean logistical 
feat. 
So the Vietnamese people must live 
under a form of Russian roulette. That 
must be put down as the truly extraor­ 
dinary thing about this conflict: that a 
people outwardly so gentle, so pacific, 
have been able for so long to endure 
war, conquest, unending violence, dis­ 
ruption of ancient ways and ancient at­ 
tachments. 
Beginning in 1941 with the Japanese 
occupation, it has really never ceased 
except for brief intervals when oppos­ 
ing forces were preparing new as­ 
saults. 
Whether the reason is stoicism, fatal­ 
ism, or merely a weary tolerance of the 
inevitable, they have endured the Jap­ 
anese, the French, the Americans, the 
Communists, and they have survived. 
While the sum of their suffering is im­ 
possible for the outsider to assess, they 
show it, except in extremes, but little. 
If the shelling by the mortars was 
the worst to be endured in the new of­ 
fensive, it could be shrugged off. Along 
with it have come a wave of terrorist 
attacks within the city. And there is the 
ever - present threat of 15,000 VC and 
North Vietnamese troops on the immed­ 
iate periphery of Saigon, with possibly 
another 45,000 deployed within a radius 
of 40 miles. The pessimists believe they 
mean to launch a major attack on the 
South Vietnamese capital within the next 
two to three weeks. 
A quick guided tour of the city is a repe­ 
tition of “ X” marks the sjx>t. Yeah, 
that’s where they got the minister of ed­ 
ucation. And see, right on that corner, 
about a block from the Embassy they 
tried for the premier but the bomb didn’t 


go off. This is a long story, an old sto­ 
ry, another form of Russian roulette. The 
Vietnamese, the guide says, don’t like 
to be seen walking with Americans in 
these times because Americans are 
marked down. We change our routes ev­ 
ery time we drive. 
Maybe because it has been a day with 
no shelling (you cross your fingers as 
you put that down) and no terrorist at­ 
tacks, the effect of life going on, as in 
any other city, is persuasive. The gen­ 
tle dusk comes down. Over the Saigon 
river the clouds are faintly opalescent. 
The city lights come on. 
Then, with the damp heat of the day 
somewhat abated, people pour out into 
the streets. They are in every kind of 
vehicle — small cars, big cars, bat­ 
tered cars, 
Hondas — with the motor 
scooter in the lead. On one scooter is a 
family of five — small baby, boy about 
three, girl three or four, father and mo­ 
ther. They look as though they hadn’t 
a care in the world, sailing happily along 
in a city quite removed from war and 
violence. 


The slender women in their hand­ 
some ao dai, tunics of brilliant solid 
color over long trousers in black or 
white, stroll the walks. The mini skirt 
has come to Saigon and it is better suit­ 
ed to these slender women than to most 
Western figures. But the traditional ao 
dai seems to dominate. 
The open terrace of the Continental 
Hotel is brightly lighted, with diners 
lingering over coffee. It is said to be 
the only conspicuous haunt of western­ 
ers not yet the target of a terrorist 
bomb. Perhaps, the visitor is told, 
because it is owned by the French. 
Above all, what an extraordinary mix­ 
ture of peoples! The French are still 
here and doing very well with, it is re­ 
ported, a smug smile at the troubles 
the Americans are having. Only a few Gls 
are seen in downtown Saigon. And the 
Vietnamese themselves as the impas­ 
sive host for this invasion seeming, if 
the surface means anything, to tolerate 
the intolerable.
